1. Ray Cline telephoned to say that, while he had been as singed 
responsibility for producing information for the Director on the 
comparison of Soviet and U. S. satellite launch rates.

Ray 
was obviously very much hurt that this decision had been made without 
anyone talking to him. I expressed my regret and told him that I was 
sure that this was an oversight on the part of the Director because the 
Director had told me last Monday, 20 September, that he had already 
asked Sherm to stay on and that he would talk to Ray about this on 
Tuesday. We discussed his reorganization plans generally, and I told 
him that I didn't know what was going to happen. He was pretty well 
down in the dumps and felt that he had been mistreated by the Director 
and Dick Helms taking this action without first talking with him.
